informed of the Sunday raid on the 
Rochelle club. 
Hijackers carried 


away one of four machines, Maas 
•aid. The raid was similar to the 
one last summer in which hijacK- 
, crs appropriated four machines 


* 'and menaced a number of persons 


in the club at the time. 


In th« letter to the sheriff yes- 


terday, State's Attorney Bettner 
pointed out that it wasn't the duty 
of his office to investigate crimes 


However, Bettner wrote, reports 


had reached him that certain fac- 
tions are attempting to bring slot 
machines into the county and there 
was a possibility of a gambling- war 


4 between rival factions. 


Xo Comment 


Asked today whether he had 


heard of the hijacking of the Ro- 
chelle ,-rlub Sunday, Bettner offered 
no comment. Sheriff Maas readily 
provided the information of such 
a raid. 


Bettner said that he had re- 


quested the sheriff to crack down 
on all forms of gambliing, not only 
slot machines. He said that he had

try's spending and your taxes— 
to cover the spending—would be 
away flown 


That's the one point which 


stands out above all others in the 
budget President 
Truman 
sent 


congress this week. 


The cost of the cold war, big as 


it is, is cheaper, ot course, than, 
a shooting war. That would cost 
'ar more, plus blood. 


There's no certainty—only hope, 


that the cost of the cold war will 
decrease. 


Keeps U* In Red 


It's the cold war mainly that's 


keeping the U. S. in the red. It's 
ipending more than its income, 
more than it collects in taxes. 


Because of this—more expense 


than income—Mr. Truman figures 
this year and next will put us 
another $11 billion in debt. 


It's nice to believe, or hope. 


:hat as Europe gets back on its 
:eet, we'll be able to cut down 
:he billions we're pouring into the 
Vlarshall Plan. 


But by the time the Marshall 


Plan is supposed to 
end, 
new 


crisis may arise, requiring more 
billions in Europe or elsewhere. 


As for cutting down on na- 


tional defense—which is to 
keep 


us ready if we have to go to war 
or discourage the Russians from 
making war—that depends: 


It depends on whether, for in- 


stance, the 
Russians 
somehow 


suddenly and 
unexpectedly 
be- 


come nice little boys. 


They show no signs ot folding 


up, particularly now that they can 
use the atom. 


Endless Pushing 


And Communism shov* no signs 


of ceasing 
its 
endless 
rushing. 


Stopped in Europe, at least tem- 
porarily, it found a soft touch in 
China and pushed there. It will 
push where it can. 


Put yourself in the positions of 


the Russians for a moment. Sup- 
pose you were they. You see the 
U. S., your only great opponent, 
rich and well able to make terri- 
ble war—right now. 


You're not ready for a great 


war—at least, not yet. 
In time. 


maybe, you will be. 
Since right 


now you can't fight a shooting 
war with the U. S., you want to 
weaken it as much as you can. 


How do you do it, 
short 
of 


shooting? 
One nice way is to 


keep the U. S. jittery, ever on the 
alert. 


In this way you keep the U. S. 


spending billions on defense or 
foreign aid, running 
into 
debt 


year after year, sapping the solid 
foundations of the economy. 


A False Economy 


In this way you force—through 


this arms and aid spending—the 
U. S. to operate on a false econ- 
omy. If the U. S. can't keep this 
up endlessly, some day it may 


crash, economically. 


If that happens, there'll be a 


world depression, you figure. And 
the U S. won't be able to help 
its allies, economically. 


That will make them a softer

The 6.500,000 inhabi- 
tants, most with a strong flair for independence, have a rich 
stock of mineral resources and rely chiefly on crops like rice, 
sugar cane, tea and sweet potatoes. There are good harbors 
and 70 air strips. 


The Chinese ceded the island to Japan after a war in 


1895. 
Not until the Japs were beaten in World War II in 


1945 did China get the place back—unofficially. (It can't be 
official until there's a Japanese peace treaty.) 


Chiang Kai-Shek thrust the island into the headlines 


when he made it the last bastion of his Nationalist forces 
against'the victorious Chinese Reds. The state department 
now discloses that Chiang already has appealed for U. S. help 
in defending the island. 


The statesmen and military men who favor extreme 


measures to save Formosa argue that in Communist hands 
it would be a serious strategic threat to our outposts in the 
Philippines and Okinawa. 
Some of the statesmen contend, 


too, that a non-Communist Formosa would stand for hope 
that some day the Chinese mainland would again be free. 


Before we consider giving money or advice to Chiang's 


government, we should learn whether his armies have any 
more will to resist on Formosa than they did on the main- 
land. If Nationalist morale has not improved, help from us 
now would have even less meaning than any we might have 
given while Chiang still held forth in China proper. 


Secondly, we ought to have a completely clear idea of the 


island's military value. If it is really vital to our outer rim 
of Pacific defenses, as many suggest, then extreme measures 
of protection might be warranted. 


But we should then have to face the fact that using our 


armed forces could involve us in major wars, should Russia 
come to the Red's' aid. We should also have to recognize 
that any extreme action by us would almost certainly be 
frowned on by our friends in other Asiatic countries. "And 
we should have to decide whether holding Formosa mean 
enough to balance these substantial risks.'

Office, for example, do not handle 
their own finances and nobody, 
even the Postmaster General him- 
self, can tell, until the end of a 
fiscal year, how his department 
stands. Or. in other words, how 
much it is going to lose that par- 
ticular year. It's fantastic! 


Finally 1 took up the subject of 


waste by the Veterans Administra- 
tion in the building of hospitals. 
It seems to me that its program is 
too ambitious. 


The Veterans Administration, at 


the time of the survey, had 6500 
empty beds in its existing hos- 
pitals and yet it plans, or is build- 
ing, 89 additional institutions at a 
cost of $1.1 billions. This could re- 
sult in a dis-service rather than a 
benefit to veterans, because there 
are not enough available doctors 
and nurses to staff these hospitals 
when they are completed. 


The Hoover Report points out 


that the cost of these structures 
greatly exceeds that of commun- 
ity hospitals, running from $20,- 
000 to $51,000 per "bed. The aver- 
age for community hospitals is 
$16.000. 


In the fiscal year 1950 the Vet- 


erans Administration will spend 
$3.5 billions, which is 11 per cent 
of the Federal budget and second 
only to the Defense Establish- 
ment. No one begrudges the vet- 
erans the best care available; but 
it is significant that last year 
President Truman lopped $200 mil- 
lions off the Veterans Administra- 
tion budget, declaring that the 
hospital building program was ex- 
cessive. Congress, however, re- 
stored the item.
